Washington, D. C., May 5—The War 


Department has received a cablegram 
from General Chaffee indicating that 
the campaign against Sultan Bayan, 
one of the principal Moro chiefs had 
been successful. The result was ac- 
complished hy a gallant assault on the 
principal Moro fort, and its capture af- 
ter a number of Moros had been killed. 
The cablegram follows: 


"The following is the full substance 


of Brigadier General George W. Dav- 
is' message trom Bayan: 


"Eighty-four survivors at Bayan sur- 


rendered unconditionally on Sunday 
morning at 7. Sultan Bayan, Raja 
Muda Bayan, Sultan Panflapatan and 
all leading Rattos deaG and many of 
their followers. Assault on the princi- 
pal fort which surrendered Saturday 
night, one of the most gallant perform- 
ances of 
American arms. Colonel 


Frank D. Baldwin and his regiment de- 
serve all praise for a hand-to-hand 
struggle in four lines of ditches under 
the walls of the fort. These trenches 
are lined with Moro dead from rifle 
fire. Have never seen or heard of any 
performance excelling this in gallan- 
try and grit. 


"It is my painful duty to report that 


the overthrow of Moro power was not 
accomplished without severe loss. One

Seed Potatoes. 


'Although in the United States it is 


(generally understood that the, Vcrown," 
,or seed end eyes, are the best, yet 
there has been a controversy in Eng- 
Jand upon the subject of seed, some 


• claiming for a number of years 'that 


the stem_ end only should be planted 
and that these furnished a larger and 
consequently a better potato, i think 
'I can explain this difference of opinion 
readily, although 1 have but little ex- 
perience • to raising them. It is well 
known that the eyes-on the seed end 
are much more numerous than on the 
stem end. It has been the custom gen- 
erally until recently and is still the 
custom except by a few to cut off the 
^eed end and to put two or even three 
of these pieces to each hill. This, of 
course, gives a large number of stalks 
to each hill, while the stem end, having 
'not half as many eyes, has only had 
two or three pieces to 'the hill, the 
stalks, of course, being equally less in 
number. And now>of late years a few 
' persons have'found'Out that the hill of 


potato*es with only two or three stalks 
gives <a larger and consequently a bet- 
.ter'"po'fafo than the hills having many 
stalks.' ' Therefore the stem end men 
(have got "the largest and best potatoes 
because they have less stalks in the 
ihills, as they have less eyes. 
It is 


claimed of late years by those who 
Qiave tested it that large potatoes only 
should be selected for seed and that 
only one eye should be kept on each 
piece and only two pieces for a hill if 
you want large, marketable potatoes. 
[You always find your largest potatoes 
-when there is only one large/vine. One 
great secret In"potato" cultivation is not 
to have too many eyes in one piece and 
cut large ones for seed.—W. T. Elder in 
National Stockman.

Read Before the Ohio State Schoe 


for the Blind on Last Thursday 


Night. 


The following extracts are taken 


from an e.xceiient address delivered 
before the faculty and students of tno 
state school for the blind at Colum- 
bus by Mr. Amos Brice of this city on 
Thursday. May 1st. 


"The o.uuo different species ot birds 


are grouped into two classes, 
those 


having no keel to their breast bone, 
and those having a well developed 
keel to the sternum. All North Amer- 
ican birds belong to this latter group 
which is divided into 14 orders, all be- 
ing represented in Ohio except 
the 


Penguins, which are confined to the- 
Southern hemisphere. 
On account of 


the climatic influence of Lake Erie we 
find in eastern Ohio many birds whlai 
seem to be peculiarly southern. 


The birds of the south have a much 


more brilliant 
plumage, 
although 


there are rare species of migratory 
birds which inhabit Ohio, that retain 
their brlliant plumage. 


A very interesting classification of 


birds is first, those that sing, second 
those that croak or call, third, those 
that prey, fourth, those that coo and 
scratch, fifth, those that wade or pad- 
dle, sixth, those that swim and dive 
They are also divided into guilds, •with' 
reference to their habits in seeking 
.food'.' 


Mr. Brice then gives an interesting 


description of a number of our famil- 
iar birds, with their habits, etc., in- 
cluding the robin, bob 'o link, crow, 
gold finch, cuckoo, grosbeak, shrike, 
mocking bird, owls, and many others. 
Taking up the general subject again 
he continues: ^ 


"One 
might ask why all this stir, 


fuss and talk and interest about birds 
To be sure they are beautiful, their 
songs are sweet and makes glad our 
hearts, and we should be very lonely 
without them. But this is a very smal' 
part of the reason why we should 
study their habits and be interested 
in their preservation even to the ex- 
tent of making protective laws. They 
are the greatest destroyers of insects 
which injure our trees and blight our 
crops of grain in the world, - 


I read an article some time ago !i» 


which the writer attempted to prove 
that if all the birds in the world wers 
destroyed the human race and anima1 


life would soon become extinct from j 
the ravages of the insects •which de- 
stroy all food products. There is no 
doubt 'that if the birds were destroyed 
the struggle for existence in this world 
would become a much greater 
pro- 


blem, therefore the wisdom of protec- 
tive laws is very apparent. 


Our birds have several 
enemies. 


First? thejpseudo scientist, who kills 
and destroys thousands of birds and 
accomplishes but little good. I read 
of one man who kjlled 80 of our fa- 
vorite bluebirds to see what they had 
in their stomachs. What value could 
the knowledge acquired in this way 
bo in comparison with the value of 
the live bird itself. Such men should 
go way back and sit down. 
Another 


enemy is the English sparrow, which 
kills and drives away our native birds, 
for few of our birds can withstand 
their murderous attacks- and 
those 


that can resist will not stay in a 
community where they are annoyed 
by such pests. In an article in the 
Ladies Home Journal of March I read 
a very feeble attempt to defend the 
English sparrow. 
She says he does 


rot kill our- native 
birds, but you 


know and I know that he does, and de- 
stroys their eggs and 
even young 


birds. The sparrow is not a destroyer 
of insects or worms. He is emphati- 
cally only a scavenger, and I fear by 
his filthy habits he will start our 
housewives to emigrating or at least 
to stop growing vines 
about 
their 


doors and porches. 
I believe, owing 


to the rapidity with which they multi- 
ply, that" in a few years most of our 
native birds will be driven from our 
country unless 
strenuous 
laws 
be 


passed looking to their extermination. 


Another enemy of our feathered 


friends is the cowardly hunter, who. 
because he can shoot a gun wantonly 
kills our beautiful birds. It is not our 
true sportsman, they never kill any 
but game birds, and always give them 
a fair chance for their lives. 


The other great enemy to our birds 


(and let me say here that I except 
all in this house) is the habit of ou? 
fair ladies of wearing birds on their 
bonnets. Those whom we are tought 
jto look upon as the fairest, the gent- 


j lest. the most refined, the most 
hu- 


mane and the most beautiful of al 
God's 
creatures. 
Notwithstanding 


these God given beauties they art 
lead through their excessive vanity 
to attempt to enhance their beauty at 
the cost of our beautiful birds. 


Our lawmakers have touched 
but 


lightly on this subject, they should 
take it in hand and deal with it hero- 
ically. They should pass laws making 
it a criminal offense for a lady to ap- 
pear on the street with a bird or a 
bird's wing on her bonnet, punishable 
v,-ith imprisonment and 
fine. This 


should apply 
to the milliner who 


mounts them, the hunter and 
taxi- 


dermist who kill and prepare them. 


ju may think me extreme and over- 


severe in my denunciation of this 
practice, bin listen to the 
following 


authentic statistics on this subject. 
Last year in Venezuela alone 2,000,00" 
birds were killed for fashion's 
sake. 


One London dealer admitted twelve 
years ago, long before fashion 
was 


as pitiless as now, that he sold 2,000.- 
000 small birds every twelve months 
Three recent consignments to London 
including 10.000 birds of paradise 
nearly 800 packages of osprey featn- 
ei's, 4,700 crested pigeons, 5.500 im 
peyan pheasants, 500 bird skins, 270 
cases of peacock feathers 1,500 Argus 
pheasants and 500 various other smal) 
birds."

The Science of Blilk Paddings. 
The largest amount of farinaceous 


grains and powders to be used to one 
quart of milk equals two ounces. 


If too large a proportion is used, the 


starch grains have not room to swell. 


Powders "such as corustarch and 


ground nee must be mixed to a thin 
paste before adding the milk. 


Powders and small grains, such as 


semolina and small sago, are boiled till 
clear in the milk before putting in the 
baking dish. 


Farinaceous pudding must be cooked 


slowly, so that tbe starch grains will 
have time to swell and thus thicken the 
milk better. 


Large grains, such as rice, are best 


cooked without the addition of eggs. 


Small grains, such as semolina, and 


powders are improved by adding eggs. 


Eggs must not be added till the grains 


have been boiled in the milk; also not 
till tbe mixture has cooled or the eggs 
will curdle. 


The surface should only be lightly 


browned and the use of nutmeg be 
sparing. 


Skimmilk may be used if a little 


piece of butter or dripping is put in 
with the milk to replace the cream or 
fat of milk which has been removed. 


If you do not wish tbe pudding to boil 


while in the oven, stand the dish in a 
baking pan containing water. 


A tiny pinch of bicarbonate of soda
